UPWARD OF TWO HUS DEED LIVES 
SACRIFICED.

L ondon, November 20th.—The Dutch 
steamer Scholten, Captain Taat, 
which 
left Rotterdam yesterday for New York, 
was sunk by a collision with the steamer 
Rosa Mary otl Hartlepool at eleven o’clock 
last night, ten miles off Dover. The Schol­ 
ten carried a complement of 230 passengers 
aud crew. The steamer Kbro, of Sunder­ 
land, rescued ninety of the crew and pas­ 
sengers. and landed them at the Sailors’ 
Home, Dover. One hundred and forty of 
the passengers are missing. Five passen­ 
gers and a child of the party brought to 
Dover were found dead from exposure. 
It 
is hoped that passing vessels have rescut d 
the missing ones. The Scholten’s masts 
are visible from Dover pier. 
Boats have left Dover bound in all 
directions for the purpose of saving life and 
property, if possible. 
The Rosa Mary is 
auchored off Ramsgate with her bow stove 
in. 
USELESS BOATS. 
5 
p . m .—Up to thi9 hour twenty-two 
bodies from the Scholten have been landed 
at Dover. The Scholten left Rotterdam on 
Saturday morning. At the time of the ac­ 
cident a dense fog prevailed. The Scholten 
was struck on the port bow bv the Rosa 
Mary. 
Immediately after the shock was 
felt the Scholten’s passengers, alljof whom 
had retired for the night, rushed on deck in 
their night-gowns. 
Boats were prom ptly 
ordered lowered, but it was found tha’t 
only two were available. 
Three others 
were useless, and were not lowered. The 
water rushed swiftly through the hole in 
the bow and 


A TERRIBLE SCENE ENSUED. 
The panic-stricken passengers uttered 
piercing shrieks, and many fell upon their 
knees and prayed aloud. Little children 
clung to their mothers, who, themselves 
were shrieking with terror. 
The officers were cool and self-possessed, 
and remained on the bridge to the last. 
Several persons procured life-belts and 
leaped into the sea. 
W ithin twenty minutes of the shock the 
Scholten was engulfed. All those who 
had put on life-belts floated, aud were res­ 
cued by boats from the steamer Ebro, 
which cruised around until -I o’clock in 
the morning. Many of the rescued lost 
wives, husbands, brothers and sisters. The 
survivors were supplied with clothes, and 
everything possible done to insure their 
comfort. 


CONFLICTING ACCOUNTS OK THE COLLISION. 
The passengers’ accounts differ regard­ 
ing the circumstances of the collision, and 
the reports of the officers of the Scholten 
clash with those of the officers of the Rosa 
Mary. Some of the passengers state that 
most of the passengers had retired to their 
bunks and that only a few remained in the 
saloon when the tremendous crash was 
heard on the port bow. They say it is im ­ 
possible that the collision could have oc­ 
curred by the Scholten striking an an­ 
chored vessel. 
The second mate of the Scholten reports 
that he was on deck, when he saw an un­ 
known steamer coming through the fog. 
Before anything could be done the Schol­ 
ten was struck in the fore-rigging and port 
bow. The other vessel, which he now pre­ 
sumes was the Rosa Mary, backed off and 
disappeared. W ithin twenty minutes the 
Scholten sank. 
The Captain of the lfo3a Mary states that 
his vessel was run into while anchored 
southeast of South Sandhead, by an un­ 
known steamer. 
Finding that the Rosa 
Mary was damaged, he proceeded to Dover 
Roads, where the vessel is now docked. 
The Rosa Mary was laueu with coal for 
St. Xazaire.

ONE HUNDRED AND THIRTY-TWO MISSING J 
According to the latest statements there 
were 210 persons on board the Scholten, 
leaving 132 drowned and missing. The 
First Mate and Fourth Engineer have been 
identified among the dead. 
The Scholten lies four miles from the 
Admiralty pier. 
DISTRESSING SCENES AND INCIDENTS. 
Among the bodies identified at Dover are 
those of Mrs. Lebenstein, H enry Blanc, 
Ilurstig Friedman, Solomon Goldschmidt 
and John Koeule. The bodies are distorted, 
showing that death was caused by violence, 
and not by drowning. 
One of those saved is Monte Colis, from 
the Tyrol. He states that the scenes on 
the sinking ship were terrible. The steer­ 
age passengers, stricken with terror, ran 
about the deck in wild confusion. The 
Captain tried his utmost to restore order, 
but without effect. The passengers rushed 
for the boats, and it was with the greatest 
difficulty the officers could keep them from 
jum ping in and sinking them. Colis was 
iu the water two hours. W hen taken out 
he was greatly exhausted, owing to the ex 
treme cold and bis efforts to keep afloat 
after the vessel sunk. 
The cries of persons in the water could 
be heard for a long time in all directions. 


a pa ssen g er's story. 
George Myre. a passenger, states that 
when the crash occurred a general rush 
was made for the deck. “ 1 was told that 
nothing serious had occurred," said he, 
‘ but I secured a life-belt. There were six 
English passengers on board, and one of 
these, a girl, asked us to keep in a group, 
that the English 
might go 
down to­ 
gether. I was in the water a long time 
before being picked up. W hen the Scholten 
sank the cries were heart-rending. The 
Captain of the Ebro, the rescuing vessel, 
behaved nobly. He had all his deck-load 
of timber thrown overboard, and this ju ­ 
dicious act saved many lives. Only two of 
the Schoiten's boats were lowered. The 
others could not be got adrift. I do not 
know whether this was due to any fault on 
board. The vessel listed over so much that 
all the boats could not be dropped into the 
water. People rushed about in the greatest 
state of excitement, all trying to get places 
in the two boats which had been success­ 
fully lowered. The scare and disorder pre­ 
vented many persons being saved. The 
water was freezing cold, and this hastened 
the death of many, rendering them power­ 
less.” 


a n o th er account. 
Charles Mills, of Red Hill, Surrey, says : 
“ The lifeboats appeared as it they bad not 
been used for a long time. They had to be 
chopped away with axes. I called out to 
those on the bridge to fire rockets. It was 
a long time before they did. The greatest 
confusion prevailed.; ' The ship was right 
over on her port side betore they fired the 
rockets. I waited until the water touched 
the boilers, putting out the fires. Then I 
got hold of a belt, but a Dutch sailor 
snatched it away. We were all mixed to­ 
gether—foreigners and Euglish clinging to 
one another in the water. I saw several 
drowned in this way, and had the greatest 
difficulty to keep clear of them . I gave a 
spar to a woman to hold on to. The sail­ 
ors wanted to save themselves, and even 
thrust women aside. I can swim well, and 
I swam about till I got to the Ebro, where 
a rope was thrown to me. 
“After the collision I went down into the 
cabin and woke two Dutch ladies, but thev 
were paralyzed with terror, and would not 
get up, despite all entreaties. 
1 heard 
other complaints about the conduct of the 
sailors. 
“ The confusion was extrame, evervbodv 
teemed terror-stricken. This may account 


for the apparent want of discipline. The 
frantic passengers uunerved some of the 
crew, preventing them from acting as 
bravely as they might have done. 
1 he 
Captain did his best to restore order. 
I be­ 
lieve a good lookout was kept. 
W e had 
our lights up.” 
EVERYBODY FRANTIC WITH TERROR. 
Mr. Appleby, one of the passengers 
saved, said : 
" 1 was in my berth, as also 
were many others, when the crash came. 
I immediately rushed on deck, followed by 
a confused crowd. 
Upon first reaching the 
deck 1 did not think anything much was 
the matter till 1 saw that the port bow was 
stove in, close to the rigging, and laid open 
for a great space. Thu passengers soon 
crowded back, anil the Captain and officers 
shouted for the hoats to 
be lowered. 
The vessel was then settling down by the 
head, and the excitement was at its worst. 
I had hardly time to look around me be­ 
fore the vessel tilted over on her port side, 
throwing the passengers and crew together 
on that side of the vessel 
“ Most of the boats were, then worthless. 
Two boats on the port side were swung out 
and lowered, but the other six were use­ 
less. 
\Y hile the sailors were endeavoring 
to lower the hoats the passengers hindered 
them by rushing frantically against them. 
The crew tried to keep the passengers back, 
thus losing valuable time. 
W hen the 
boats were finally lowered there was a rush 
to get into them. J tried, too, but did not 
stand a chance. Then I decided to trust 
to a life-belt. The scene on deck was ap­ 
palling 
The passengers and crew were 
crowded together, and the shrieks of the 
women, the cries of children and shouts of 
men were frightful. Some of the passen­ 
gers were on their knees praying. 
“ W hen the Scholten sank beneath our 
feet there was a struggle in the water. 
Most of us had life-belts. Sarah Gold, 
Stepney Robson and I kept together. We 
clung to each other and drifted toward the 
Ebro, and finally reached the Kbro.” 
The second officer declares that every 
precaution had been taken on board the 
Scholten. A good lookout was kept and 
Captain Taat not only had the ordinary 
watch on the bridge at the time of the dis­ 
aster but all the officers, who intended to 
remain there until the vessel was fairly 
down the channel. The Captain was last 
seen nt his post, trying to quiet the passen­ 
gers and get a boat off. 
OFFICERS' STATEMENTS. 
An officer of the Scholten states that the 
Rosa Mary was carrying no side-lights, but 
was showing the usual masthead light to 
indicate that she was lying at anchor. 
They steered straight down the channel, 
leaving her sufficient room lo pass clear. 
W hen they ilrew near they found she was 
steaming ahead and making right on to 
them . They tried to signal her off, but it 
was too lute. She struck the Scholten on 
the port bow, ripping off the plates for 
some distance and exposing the interior. 
The hole tbu3 made extended below the 
water-line. 
The officers of the Rosa Mary avow that 
they were lying at anchor, and were run 
into. They say they did not weigh anchor 
until morning 
It is reported that the Captain of the Rosa 
Mary denies the statem ent that his vessel 
was in collision with the Scholten. 
He 
avows that the Rosa Mary was injured by 
collision with another vessel while Iving at 
anchor. 
Captain Taat, of the Scholten, had only 
recently been appointed to the command of 
that vessel, succeeding Captain Boujer. 
Dr. Ayme, of the wrecked 
steamer 
Schoiten, is of the opinion that the Rosa 
Mary had just weighed anchor, and that 
the crew had forgotten to put up the side­ 
lights. He says many of those saved were 
paralyzed with the cold and were with 
difficulty resuscitated. 
EVIDENCE AGAINST THE ROSA MARY. 
It is stated that a Hastings mackerel- 
boat reports that her nets were damaged 
yesterday afternoon by a steamer, and that 
while chasing the steamer the latter was 
seen to collide with the Scholten. It is 
worthy of note that fragments of nets were 
found on the bow of the Rosa May.

F R IG H T FU L SCEN ES. 


B arn u w 'H M e n a g e rie B u rn e d —L oss N early 
a M illion— B e asts a t L a rg e . 
B ridgeport (Conn.), November 20th.— 
The main building of Barnum A Bailey’s 
“ Greatest Show on Earth ’’ was destroyed 
by fire this evening. 
About 10:30 the 
alarm was sounded, and iu less than 
thirty minutes the building—which was 
COO by 200 feet, and two stones in hight— 
was entirely consumed. The fire origin­ 
ated from the explosion of a lantern car­ 
ried by a watchman in the horse-building, 
setting tire to the hay and straw. 
Before 
the first alarm had ceased the whole build­ 
ing was enveloped in Hames. and no one 
dared approach it, being fearful of the 
crazed animals. 
TERRIBLE SCENES AMONG THE ANIMALS. 
Three elephants were burned up, and 
thirty-six broke from their fastenings and 
dashed through the sides of the burning 
structure, roaring and trum peting in a ter­ 
rific manner. Six elephants and a large 
African Hippopotamus rushed about the 
streets, presenting a sickening appearance. 
Their sides were burned, and great pieces 
of flesh a foot square fell off. 
WILD BEASTS AT LARGE. 
Thirty elephants and a large lion have 
started across the country toward Fairfield 
and Easton. 
Great excitement has seized many resi­ 
dents, r id they have barred the windows 
and doors of their houses. 
In the horse room were all the ring an­ 
imals, trained stallions, ponies, etc., and all 
were burned. 
In the cat-room were birds, 
monkeys, rhinoceroses, hyenas, tigers, lions 
and all the menagerie, which also fell a 
prey to the flames. 
A great deal of valu­ 
able tent and other property was also 
burned. 
NEARLY A MILLION DOLLARS’ LOSS. 
The total loss is estimated at not less 
than $700,000, with but $100,000 insurance. 
EVIDENCES OK ARSON. 
L a ter.—It is now learned that the watch­ 
man discovered the fire while m aking bis 
rounds, and started to give the alarm, when 
some unknown person hit him on the head 
w ith some blunt instrum ent. 
One of the three elephants burned was 
the “ sacred white elephant.” 
THE ESCAPED LION SHOT. 
The lion which escaped at the time of 
the fire was later found in a barn, where 
he had killed and was devouring a cow. 
He was shot.

L ondon, November 20th.—The police ar­ 
rangements to prevent the meeting to-day 
in Trafalgar Square were not so extensive 
as last Sunday, though a force was on hand 
sufficient, it was believed, to disperse the 
gathering. The police made no attem pt to 
exclude the public from the square, though 
anything like a crowd was promptly dis­ 
persed. No noticeable disturbance occurred 
during the day, aud by dark it was evident 
that any attempt to speak had been aban­ 
doned. 
The special constable force of some 5,000 
strong was then dismissed. A lot of roughs 
were uround all day, apparently disposed to 
give the police trouble in case opportunity 
offered. Several of them were arrested. ’ 
Despite the rain and fog, probably 5,000 
persons assembled in Hyde Paik, where 
speaking was going on. 
A small force of 
police was present, and did not interfere in 
any way with the gathering. 
Resolutions 
were adopted protesting against the impris­ 
onment of O'Brien; denouncing SirCharles 
W arren, head of the police, and the Home 
Secretary, Matthews, aud asserting 
the 
right of public meeting. A hand plaved 
“God Save Ireland” and the “ Marseillaise,” 
and the crowd sang a song directed at the 
officials, to the tune ol “John Brown's 
Body.” 
There was one collision in Ilolborn, 
where the Irish Temperance League, with 
a hand and carrying banners, attempted to 
push through the crodon of police. They 
were driven back, their banners seized, and 
a num ber of persons struck with batons. 
Several arrests were made there. 
The 
Irish Home Rule Union and Liberal Clubs 
sent large contingents to the Hvde Park 
meeting.

And, in order to do this, it is indispensable 
that you should put yourselves under a 
wholesome and thorough discipline in 
youth. 
I nless you do this, you canuot find out 
what is your proper place in society. Now, 
whatever may be your vocation, by careful 
discipline you may qualify yourself to be­ 
come a center of extensive influence. It is 
getting to be of comparatively little im ­ 
portance in what particular department of 
business a young man commences life; if 
he will only 


CULTIVATE HIS FACULTIES, 
He may rise to the head of his profession, 
and if that profession is unworthy of his 
powers he will at last escape from it alto­ 
gether. The secret of success is found in 
improving to the best advantage such op­ 
portunities as lie around us. It is not by 
changing their position that men acquire 
influence; thegood workman on the bench, 
who determines first that the article which 
he manufactures shall be as perfect as he 
can make it, and then when his hamm er­ 
ing or stitching for the day is over, goes to 
work with another set of tools to quicken 
and inform his mind, is more respectable, 
and, in the end, will become more influ­ 
ential than the soperific proser in the pul­ 
pit, or the thundering advocate at thenar. 
The time has been when this general men­ 
tal culture would have been both impos-' 
sible and useless. I’osts of honor and au­ 
thority were reserved for such as were born 
to them, gratia Dei; but, by the grace of 
God, it is so no longer. Look into your 
city Councils, your scientific Conventions; 
read over the list of your popular poets, 
and journalists ami authors; consider who 
they are, and what they are, that now give 


TONE TO PUBLIC OPINION 
And control society. Are they generally 
such as were born to wealth, bom to sta­ 
tion, and bred in universities? There are 
some who have inherited distinction ; but 
the great majority are such as have made 
the most of limited advantages ; have strug­ 
gled against objections and torced their 
way upward by I heir own interior strength. 
But it is not so much with a view to posi­ 
tion and outward success that the young 
man should cultivate his mental powers. 
There are better things than position and 
outward success, lie is bound to find out 
what there is m him, of what he is capa­ 
ble : bound to develop himself, not so much 
for the securing of honors and titles, and 
being elected to office, as from simple re­ 
gard as to what is due to his own nature. 
Aud when I speak of a man’s finding out 
his own proper place, what he was made 
for, and to what he may reasonably as­

RANK OR OFFICIAL STATION. 
The real influence which men exert does 
not depend so much as it once did upon 
external position. He who utters his own 
thoughts is the one who now awakens the 
echoes. The opinions of most men are, at 
best, only echoes. W hat we need in this 
generation is that each voice should have 
its own signification. One of the great 
evils of American society is a tyrannical 
public opinion—manufactured sometimes 
out of strange material ; the work of am ­ 
bitious demagogues and one-idead reform­ 
éis. and angular bigots, aud subscriber- 
seeking 
journalists—which 
cannot 
be 
resisted without the risk of social m artyr­ 
dom. Now, we want men who feel that 
they are strong enough and intelligent 
enough to sit in judgm ent upon public 
opinion; and if an idoi be erected in the 
land, even though it be seventy cubits high 
and gilded from top to toe and labeled with 
the most sacred name, have the courage to 
declare it an idol, and

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


SATURDAY 
NIGHT’S FIRE. 


A Lively B laze iu a D angerous F a rt ol 
th e City. 
Shortly after «o'clock Saturday night an 
alarm of fire was turned in Irom box 31, 
at Front and Q streets. This box is located 
in a district abounding in planing mills, 
box factoiies, lum ber and wood yards, 
warehouses, stables and other equally com­ 
bustible buildings. This fact, taken into 
consideration with the dryness of buildings 
at this time of the present year, caused 
hundreds of people to hurry in the direc­ 
tion indicated. A bright red light was soon 
seen on the southern sky, and in a few mo­ 
ments large clouds of smoke and cinders 
rose skyward, making a very brilliant dis­ 
play. The flames rose higher and higher, 
lighting up the lower portion of the city 
and bringing out clearly the lines and 
shapes of buildings when seen towards the 
fire. As the light and llames increased, so 
did the throng that pressed on towards the 
contlagration. The sidewalks became im ­ 
passible, and the men and boys took to the 
street that they m ight reach the scene the 
sooner.^ The Fire Departm ent responded 
with alacrity, and went to work with 
a commendable vim. 
The police were 
early on the ground, and assisted in saving 
property and keeping back the crowd, 
though there was but little necessity for 
the latter, owing to the great beat thrown 
out by the burning buildings. W ithin a 
few minutes of the first alarm someone 
turned in a second alarm, summoning 
the additional apparatus of the Depart­ 
ment. 
Many who had not before thought 
of going to the lire, on hearing this second 
alarm , immediately started for the confla­ 
gration, and soon the streets on al! sides of 
the fire were packed with a dense mass of 
hum anity. The fire was found to be in E. 
M. Deitch’s stable and Friend & Terry’s 
covered lumber yard, and was fast assuming 
dangerous proportions. 
Several well-di­ 
rected streams were played upon the adja­ 
cent buildings to keep the fire from spread­ 
ing, as it was seen as soon as the Depart­ 
m ent arrived that 
Leitch's stable was 
doomed. By strenuous efforts the fire was 
confined to the stable and the rear of the 
lumber yard. 
The roof ot 
the lum ­ 
ber shed was badly scorched, and damaged 
to the extent of $200. 
Property owners 
and others in the neighborhood organized 
improm ptu bucket brigades and watched 
the roofs of their property, and extinguished 
any sparks that fell on them . Chief E n­ 
gineer Sullivan managed the Department 
in a very efficient and satisfactory manner. 
Mr. Deitch estimates his loss at $3,000, with 
$300 insurance. All his wagons and har­ 
ness were saved, but two cows perished in 
the flames. Several firemen were placed 
on guard until morning to watch the 
smoldering ruins at.d extinguish incipient 
blazes that would occasionally start up. 


F u n e ra l o f M rs. H aym ond. 
The funeral of Mrs. Creed Haymond took 
place in San Francisco at 2 p. m. yesterday, 
from the family residence, No. 712 Geary 
street. No’^m lbstanding the announcement 
that the inteAufflil would be private, a very 
large assemblage of friends were present to 
attest the respect and esteem in which the 
deceased was held tluringherlifetime. Mrs. 
Haymond was taken iil on ¿unday even­ 
ing la st; on Monday morning she was 
found insensible front a sudden attack of 
congestion of the brain ; she did not regain 
consciousness, though every effort was 
made to secure that result. An exam ina­ 
tion showed that one of the veins of the 
head had bursted, probably during sleep, 
and that death had been painless. 
Many ladies and gentlemen from Sacra­ 
mento were in attendance at the funeral. 
The services were conducted by the Rev. J. 
H. C. I’onte. They were impressive, and 
the minister delivered an eloquent and 
touching eulogy on the life of the departed. 
The remains were placed temporarily in 
the vault of the late Judge Sanderson, in 
Daurel H ill Cemetery. It is the intention 
of Mr. Haymond to remove them to Sacra­ 
mento.

R ailro ad to be C elebrated. 
In accordance with the published call 
a public meeting was held on Saturday 
evening at the Improvement Association’s 
rooms to consider the subject of taking 
some appropriate notice of the approaching 
completion of the 
California railroad. 
Mayor Gregory was called to the chair and 
J. O. Coleman elected Secretary. 
The 
Mayor stated the oeject of the meeting, and 
thought it would be a pleasure to the peo 
pie of Sacramento, who had always ex­ 
tended a warm indorsement to the building 
of this road, to signalize its completion by 
some appropriate public action. 
He called 
upon them to give their views upon this 
subject. 
Remarks approving the proposition to 
celebrate the event were made by Joseph 
Steffens, E. It. Hamilton, John McNeill, E. 
K .A lsip, C. A. Lubrs, J. O. Coleman, W 
R. Strong, Joseph H ahn, C. H. Hubbard 
and others, and various methods of com­ 
memorating the occasion were suggested. 
Among these were the ringing ot bells 
blowing of steam whistles, a half holiday 
and inaugurating the work of erecting a 
building fm the perm anent exhibit ot pro­ 
ducts of Central and Northern California 
upon the site selected near the depot, 
sending an excursion committee to the 
front to witness the driving of the last 
spike, holding a celebration mass meeting 
in one of our theaters in the evening, etc. 
J. O. Coleman offered the following reso­ 
lutions, which were adopted: 
Rewind, That we have the highest apprecia­ 
tion ot the energy and enterprise of the rail­ 
road company in overcoming natural obstacles 
in the construction ot the California and Ore­ 
gon Railroad and securing its early completion, 
aud that as citizens of Sacramento we tender to 
the officers and stockholders of the company 
our thanks and congratulations.

A decided sensation has been caused by 
the arrest on Friday afternoon of W illiam 
A. Boyd, who was formerly in charge of 
the Chinese Registration Department of 
the Custom-house, and Ferdinand D. Cip- 
rico, ex-inspector of Customs, both of whom 
were indicted by the United States Circuit 
Grand Jury for dealing in fraudulent Chi­ 
nese certificates during the years 1883, 188-1 
and the early part of 1885. 
Both of the fo ­ 
cused tire well known and respectably con­ 
nected in this city. In all the Federal; d e ' 
partments. as well as upon the streets, the 
action taken was the topic of conversation. 
Many applauded the step taken by Col­ 
lector ilager and his deputjes to. terre^outj ¿j' 
the perpetrators of the Chinese certificate 
frauds. 
• 
' 
The particular charge against them 
asserted purloining from the Custom-house 
in January, 1885, of 100 certificates which 
were given to A. Hinz for sale in China. 
A special 
indictment 
is also lodged 
against Boyd, charging him with issuing a 
false certificate, 10,816, to Lee Ah Fong, on 
October 7, 1884. 
. 
- 
At a late hour Ciprino succeeded in ob­ 
taining the required $lo.000 bail, but Boyd 
was less fortunate, and fur the lack of a 
$20,OX) bond he languished in the custody 
of the United States Marshal. 


THE MODUS OrKBANDl. 
The Examiner says: It is believed by 
Deputy Collector H. H. Scott that before 
the investigation closes it will be demon­ 
strated that as many as 15,000 fraudulent 
certificates have been sold to Chinese in 
San Francisco and China. 
A variety of methods were emplnved to 
obtain certificates for the market. 
When a 
Chinaman was landed on a certificate it 
would be taken up by the customs officers 
and have stamped on its back in aniline 
ink the word “ canceled.” The correspond­ 
ing num ber of the certificate in a registry 
would have the same word written opposite 
the name, and then the certificate would be 
filed away. It was discovered, however, 
that by the use ol a rubber eraser or am ­ 
monia the word •* canceled,” on the back of 
the certificate, could easily be obliterated. 
They would then take the registry books 
and with their knives erase ilie word ''can­ 
celed,” opposite the corresponding number 
and name, and then hand in the certificate 
with the doctored second-hand certificate 
to their emissaries for sale. 
Of course such a proceeding necessitated 
the comulicilv of the officers on board the 
ship, who were charged with the duty of 
examining incoming Chinamen and the 
comparison of their certificates with their 
physical marks and peculiarities. Ciprico 
being charged with this duty at the wharf, 
was the instrum ent made use of in land­ 
ing the Chinamen who presented these 
fraudulent certificates. 


ANOTHER l'LAN. 
However, it is supposed that this method 
of reusing canceled certificates was consid­ 
ered a risky business, inasmuch as some of 
these were discovered by other officials and 
reported. They then hit upon another 
plan, more sure and far-reaching and at­ 
tended with little danger of detection. This 
plan was as follows : They would procure 
a number of Chinese dummies to present 
themselves at the Custom-house, claiming 
to be about to depart from the country and 
demanding certificates. The dumm y would 
undergo the regular process. That is, his 
name, age, occupation, etc , would be duly 
entered on the register and a white tag be 
delivered to him, to be taken up at the 
ship, and a certificate in due form issued. 
This certificate, however, would be retained 
by the conspirators. The white tag would 
be returned to the office and an entry made 
in the books of the Custom-house sbowiug 
that the dumm y had departed for China. 
The certificate would then, with others ob­ 
tained in like manner, be sent fresh from 
baud to baud to Chinatown or China, to be 
hawked tor sale. 
W omen’s certificates were worth as high 
as $150 each, and m en’s from $30 to *100. 
W hile this traffic was going on it is sup­ 
posed that Boyd, Ciprico & Co., being able 
to identify these fraudulent certificates 
when they were presented by immigrants 
from China, would land the bearers at 
once, and at the same time, in order to 
keep up a show of vigilance, and to direct 
the attention of the press and public to the 
Courts and away from themselves, would 
pick out the genuine immigrants, refuse 
them a landing and require them to resort 
to writs of habeas corpua. 
As it stands a 
coolie in the neighborhood of $100 in costs 
and lawyer's fees to get through the Courts, 
and a fraudulent certificate gave full as­ 
surance of speedy landing, the value of the 
latter was kept up in the market.
